of five of the eight departments, in- 
cluding constabulary. The control 
of this branch always has been a 
thorn in the flesh of the Irish peo- 
ple. It is natiiriil nnd (jiiile to be 
expected that this h.ilf-wa.s ni si^iire 
is whollv pleasing- to no i)oliticul par- 
ty- 

The radicals are disappuinled that 
the meaaure falla abort of actual 
home rule and the Irish members are 
•Ten more disappointed with it. The 
£rlsh leaders , however, are 
inalnt ft*"*"g Ik dlplouuttie attitude 
until they have tiine to study 
the provisions of tlie liiil and 
learn the sentiment <it the 
peojile. A national .onvcntion will lie 
held ii^ Dublin soon to decide njion tlie 
policy of 'he Irisli party. 1 he lalwr- 
ites "will .svipport the measure be- 
cause they are all home rulers.

Klecti- 1 niendiers would be elected 
on the local (Muernment Hoard fran- 
chise, iht liiiler Secretary to the 
Lord Lieutenant would be ex-officio 
memlier of the council, which 
would have complete control of the 
powers vested In the depart- 
ment* to be handed over to 
Hs care. The President of the 
coniu'il would be appointi-d hy 
the conniil ilsill. ami the Cliict Sec- 
retary wiiiild ha..- tli<-.rinht to attend 
th- I'nectinu's.

the Conncil and .-i^rht departments, 
which would be made subject 1o the 
new council.

John lledmond, the Irish leader, 
said that until he and his colleagues 
had time to consider every feature of 
the bin nnd elicit Irish public i>pinion 
in r.'n-ard to it. no .me could ••\(>.ct 
him to civc •'ifher deliberate or final 
jwilfrni. nt. Mr filadstone proposed to 
solve the problem by the full and 
^nk ooneession of self-government 



at<d autonomy to the Irish people, 
but what the present Government of- 
fered was neither home rule nor a 
substitute lor it. The Irish still de- 
manded home rule, and rested the 
claim im their historic right and the 
admitte.l failure of a century of 
British go\ernmeiit of Ireland. 

.\s home rulers, Mr. licdmond 
thought they were Justified in re- 
garding the scheme as consistont 
with the maintenance of their aspira- 
tions, and he proceeded to applgr cer- 
tain tests to the scheme regarding 
giving general and effective control 
to Irish public opinion over the mat- 
ters which tin- hill ilealt with. I'.e 
said that he did not like the nomin- 
ated element.

There came to San Francisco a lit- 
tle more than forty years a>f.> a sailor 
boy, tanned and toughened by years 
spent on the seas, unpreiiosscsslng In 
appearance, unknown and without 
education or money. l-"lve years later 
this same sailor boy liad raised him- 
self, by sheer forc*> of .-hara. ter, to 
be leadership of an army of work- 
ingmen, he had gained a natinoal 
repuUtlon. and the political and fi- 
nancial kings of San Franciico spent 
many sleepless nights because of him. 
The sailor lad was Dennis Kearney, 
of Oakmount, County Cork, Ireland, 
who died two weeks ago at his home 
In Alameda of old age. At one time 
his death would have caused a revo- 
lution among the working classes of 
San Francisco, but only a few friends 
n<com|ianied the body to the g-ravc, 
and bis passing away did not even 
canae a ripple of excitement. 

When Kearney waa nine years old 
he left home and took to the sea. 
He sailed it many years and finally 
landed in America. He sailed from 
several Atlantic ports, among them 
Boston, and in 1S68 came to San 
Francisco on the clipper Shooting 
Star. He eventually became inatt> of 
this vessel at the age of nineteen. 
He followed the sea for some time 
thereafter and finally. In 1S72, went

Chinese movement had commenced 
and Kearney attended every meeting 
held to dtocuss the exclusion of the 

Chinese. He entered with vigor and 
spirit Into the controversy and his 
fiery titterances attracted the atten- 
tion of merchants who »'ni|ilo.\ cd him. 
He was a sort of boss drayman for 
the Custom House. Cradually th<? 
merchants stopi)ed giving him work. 

Keiirney continued at the meetings 
and was up and down constantly, try- 
ing to BMke hlmsalf heard. His 
speeches were someavat uncouth, as 
he had not heea edaeated, and he 
couljl not expreas himself fluently. 
He did have, though, a wonderful 
command of strons phrases that 
caught the worklngmen. Chester H. | 
Hull, a young newspaper man, who] 
was reporting the meetings, became 
interested in this rugged character' 
of the seas and took him in hand. | 
He realized that Kearney's fiery ad- 
dress and commanding manner con- 
tained great possibilities. Uxdl 
wrote several speeches tor Kearney 
and the ■attor«rator dellTered them 
with great effect Then followed the 
famous "Sand TvOts" meetings, which 
were held in vacant ground on which 
the City Hall later was built. Kear- 
ney had a remarkahle memory. He 
committed the longest speeches In a 
few hours, and would not vary a 
word from the text. In a short time 
Kearney outstripped his intaructor 
and became a powerful and convinc- 
ing speaker on his own account. Ue 
did not have to rely on his reporter 
friend for material. Then it was that 
he began to Invent his unique phrases 
describing corrupt politicians and fi- 
nanciers. His chief theme was the 
Chinese question. With the curt 
phrase, "The Chinese muiu go." as 
his motto, he hammered at this sub- 
ject ten years, and he was the prime 
promotor of the Geary bill which ex- 
ists to-day in the enacted laws. 

On October 29. 1877, Kearney held 
a large meeting on top of California 
street hill, where I,eiand Stanford, 
Charles Crocker and Mark Hopkins 
had elegant homes. In front of the 
unfinished house of Mr. Hopkins a 
' lar^re bonfire was btiilt, and within 
I the liearini; of those millionaires 
|Kearnev aiMressed his follow- 
ers, dcnoiincint;- the capitaJists, 
He ilcdaircd he would march 
thro'igh the city with his followers 
and compel the politicians and fi- 
nanciers to give up their ill-gotten 
gaina.

If an Indnstrlal criiU ia on the 
elate it will, in aU probability, not 
come before 191S.

▼laltad tha acane Immediately aft«r. 
The ali^t was gruesome ona to look 
upon. 

James Kiernan, of Crueklahan, 
aged seventy years, while returning 
from Balliaamora market with a cart 
load of hay for a neighbor, met with 

a fatal accident. It appeared he was 
seated on top of the load of hay wbe:i 
one of the wheels of the cart came 
In contact with a stone and ha was 
thrown oft the cart. 

A severe atorm of thunder and 
lightning waa experienced in the is- 
land of Arranmore, on the Donegal 

coast. The storm caused a consid- 
erable amount of daniaRc and terri- 
fied the peasantry. Two lioat-liiilld- 
ers at work In a wdoden hut were 
struck down and rendered uncon- 
scious, some rattle were killed, and 
a large l)oat was split In two from 
stem to stern. 

Creat sorrow was canned by the 
ili alh of l;i V. 1". A. Mai Donnell, Jiar 
Ish priest of Kilflan, near Killala, 
County Mayo. Father MacDonnell 
was alMut thlrty-flve years in the 
miniatry, a portion of which was 
spent in Moygownagh and Ballycas- 
tle. He was a much esteemed priest, 
who always worked mo.st zealously 
in the Interests of his parishioners, 
and as mediator between landlord 
and tenant he succeeded in settling 
many land eases. 

A farmer named Charles Daly, re- 
siding near Oortaiea, aeven miles 

from Tralee, was found drowned in 
a Kiipe by the roadside two huiulrisl 
yards from his own house In seve.i 
Inches of water, but the drop was 
a fairly deep one from the road. The 
deceased, who was about seventy-four 
yearK of age, was for some years auf- 
ferinff from heart trouble. He was 
coming home from Caatlelsland In 
a donkey cart, probably got out of the 
cart, was seised with a sudden attack 
and must have toppled into the ditch. 

As a party of Intending emigrants 
from Qiouncarney wera proceeding to 
the train the horse they were driving 
took fright, having been frightened 
by a pig, and dashed furiously to- 
wards Dunmanway.

The last 
rites of the church were adminis- 
tered. The poor man lies in a bad 
way and is not expected to recover. 

A very tragic occurrence took place 
in Cahirelveen resulting in the mel- 
ancholy death of two respectable 
men named Thomas O'Connor, a 
farmer, residing on the townland of 
neclls, about three miles from Ca- 
hirciv ( I 11. anil .Icrciniali Houlihan, a 
young man from Cortnagree, five 
miles froui Cahirelveen. Both men 
were leaving the town for home and 
were in company of a, brother of 
Houlihan, The night was dark, and 
evidently they were proceeding to- 
wards the railway bridge to cross 
over the Cahirelveen river, en route 
to O'Connor's house. They haviiiK 
lost their way, came on the brink of 
a large cavity several feet deep, out 
of which stones were quarried some 
years ago and which was filled with 
water to a depth of several feet. 
Ttiey were |)recipllated Into the 
water. Houlihan's brother, who very 
providentially escaped from falling 
into the bole, raised an alarm, and 
sooB larga aambwa of tka Isbabit- 
ants of ttia towa wara oa the scene. 
Tha coast-goahU procured grapplers, 
by which means after some time the 
two man wara brought up on the 
brink, bat Ufa was aztlaet
